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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-38 and 47-68, drawn to antibodies and methods of using said antibodies, 
classified in classes 530 and 424, subclasses 387.1 and 131.1. 

II. Claims 39-40, drawn to nucleic acids encoding antibodies, classified in class 536, 
subclass 23.1. 

III. Claims 41-46 drawn to transgenic animals and cells lines derived therefrom, 
classified in classes 800 and 435, subclasses 13 and 326. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1. Inventions I and II are patentably distinct in that the antibodies of invention I can be made using 
techniques which do not require the nucleic acids of invention II, such as by isolating the 
antibodies from an immunized animal, or by synthesizing the antibody. Further, the nucleic acids 
are useful for purposes other than making antibodies, such as their use in in vitro hybridization 
assays. 

2. Inventions I and III are patentably distinct in that antibodies of invention I can be made using 
techniques which do not require the transgenic animals of invention III, such as by synthesizing 
the antibody. 

3. Inventions II and III are patentably distinct in that the nucleic acids can be used for substantially 
different purposes other than making a transgenic mouse, such as the use of the nucleic acids in in

vitro hybridization and binding assays. Further, the transgenic mouse does not require the nucleic 
acids of invention II as they can be made using unrearranged genomic immunoglobulin DNA. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
